Dr. Emil G. Hirsch Pays Respects 
to the American Brand. 


LITTLE MAN HAS “* FAMILY.” 


Big One Gets Along Withont, Says 
Rabbi from His Pulpit.

Self-styled American “aristocracy” re- 


ceived a severe rap last night at the hands of 
Dr. Emil G. Hirsch. Dr. Hirsch preached at 
Israel temple on the relative significance of 
origins and outcomes in society and religion. 

“ Wherever you have aristocracy,’’ he said, 
leaning over the pulpit and making his re- 
marks effective by his confidential, conver- 
sational manner, “ ft is the beginning that is 
of moment. If you are to have a noble fam- 
ily you must get back to the beginning, and 
if you havejthe proper number of ancestors 
you are noble 

‘These ancestors, however, should not be 
looked up too carefully, or some one who, in 
common parlance, was a cutthroat and a 
thief may be found. All the ancestors who 
came to Europe were of that class. Proba- 
bly the ancestor who is the object of & fam- 
ily’s worship was a man with a big stick, 
who increased his territory by killing off his 
neighbors and annexing their pegsessions, 
In that way all the states of Buropé grew. 

“Social Station” in America. 

‘There are some people in America also 
who are beginning to talk of their ‘ social 
station.’ If it is the beginning that counts, 
where would Lincoln be? He had no pedi- 
gree—not in his immediate parents, at least, 
though I believe his mother must have had 
some sort of nobility in her. 

“The greatest men in America have no 
ancestors, but the smallest men and women 
are beginning to speak of their ‘ families.’ 
Their ancestor probably came over, not in the 
Mayflower, but in the steerage of some immi- 
grant vessel. 
best. The family, probably has deteriorated 
into wealthy millionaires and spends most 
of its time in Europe. 

“The cables are kept hot when a certain 
woman in England entertains the king. We 
are informed when she received, where she 
received, what she wore, and every other 
possible detail. If an important personage 
has died the papers have a few lines, but i 
the king entertains one of our 400 they devote 
two or three pages to the event. 

‘In democracy in America it is result, not 
beginning, that is of significance, but in 
aristocracy beginning is everything. 

Parallel in Religion. 

‘The sarme_consideration divides Judaism 
from Christianity. 
the unity or trinity of God, but of begin- 
nings and outcomes. The Christian doctrine 
is that because man in the beginning drew 
down on himself the displeasure of God, that 
displeasure is his today; that because Adam 
fell all fell.

HOLDS DEAD BABY 40 HOURS 


Mother, Who Is an Immigrant, 
Keeps Long Vigil on Train. 


“QUIET CHILD” IS PRAISED. 


Not Until Journey’s End at Kenosha, 
Wis., Is Demise Revealed. 


Kenosha, Wlis., Oct. 27.—[{Special.]—The 
funeral of a baby today revealed that 
it was the child of Adolph Rauer, who 
with his young wife landed at Castle Gar- 


den only last Tuesday. 

Just after the train pulled out of Pittsburg 
the child was seized with-convulsions. It 
died so quickly the mother had no time to 
ask for assistance. She dared not tell the 
conductor. She did not dare shed a tear. 


Croons Lullabies to Dead. 

Hugging the lifeless form, she rocked It in 
her arms and crooned the lullabies of the 
fatherland for hour after hour as the train 
sped on. 

After awhile she handed the dead child to 
its father while she took from their hand 
baggage a little white dress. Then she took 
the little form to the retiring room and 
decked it in its finery, ready for burial. She 
determined to bring the child all the way to 
Kenosha, where she had friends, if she could, 
without telling any one on the train that it 
was dead. 

Returning to her seat, she began the long 
struggle to keep back her grief. She sang to 
the baby, talked toitin the “ baby talk ” that 
mothers love so well, and pretended to laugh 
at it as she helkd it, every once in awhile 
smiling through her tears at her husband, 
who sat beside her and watched with dry 
eyes her efforts to keep back the pent up 
grief which was nearly breaking her heart. 

Deceives the Conductor. 

The conductor came through the train, ang? 
he stopped to talk with the woman. 

“That's the most quiet baby I ever saw.”’ 
he said, and the mother, with tears in her 
eyes, simply replied: 

‘Yes, he always has been a good baby.”’ 

Even when the train finally reached Chi- 
cago she gave no sigh, but went to the train 
which was to bring her to Kenosha. When 
she arrived here she said nothing to the 
friends who met her of the death of the 
child, but carried it more than a mile to the 
new home. Then she broke down.

AGAINST THE CZAR 


Ho Longer a Strike, but a Revo- 
lution Which Threatens to 
Overthrow the Autocracy.

EMPIRE IN FLAME OF REVOLT.

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 28, 34. m.—*" It is 
no longer a strike. It is revolution.” 

So declared a member of the emperor’s 
council last night. He continued: 

“The revolutionigts and terrorists are ab- 
solytely befit on forcing a conflict upon us, 
and nothing. we can do will satisfy them. 
The extension of the suffrage and the right 
of assembly’ will be nothing to them. They 
are determined to have bloodshed, and we 
cannot avoid the issue. It is a frightful 
disease from ‘which Russia is suffering, and, 
sad and painful as it is, the government must 
act with force.” 

That the pregent situation cannot end with- 
out bloodshedids the conviction prevailing 
in the higher g@vernment circles, which from 
moment to m@ment are expecting a conflict 
between the trepps and the revolutionists in 


St. Petersburg.* -

Trepoff Fears the People. 

All day yesterday Trepoff declared the 
massmeetings should not be held.

As evening approached Gen. Trepoff realized 
that any attempt to interfere with the mon- 
ster meeting at the university would iney- 
itably lead to a bloody outbreak. Therefore 
he ordered the police to close their eyes, and 
the meeting, which was attended by between 
15,000 and 20,000 persons, passed off without 
a conflict. 

The troops stationed around the building 
were withdrawn, but in the court, the city 
bourse, and other nearby buildings half a 
dozen companies of Cossacks and strong 
forces of infantry and dragoons were in read- 
iness to sally forth if necessary. 


Students Take No Part. 

Big meetings also were held in the Techno- 
logical and Art institutes and In two en- 
gineering schools. The students at neither of 
these meetings took a prominent part in the 
deliberations, yielding the hospitality of the 
college buildings without attempting to cloak 
the meetings with the guise of student as- 
sembliies. 

With the hope of avoiding further meetings 
at the university, Gen. Trepoff later placed 
halls in three different parts of the city at 
the disposition of the people for meetings, 
thereby practically conceding the demands of 
the agitators of the right of assembly.

ON THE RAILWAYS 


Federal Agent Investigates 


Efforts to Pack Rate Reg- 
ulation Convention. 


MUCH EVIDENCE IS FOUND 


Regular and Rump Meetings Com- 
plete Their Work and Ad- 
journ Sine Die. 


The federal government is investigating 
the efforts of the railroad interests to pack 
the interstate commerce law convention, 
which met here on Thursday and yesterday. 
Dr. E. D. Durand, a special examiner at- 
tached.to the bureau of corporations of the 
department of commerce, is conducting the 
inquiry. He refused last night to discuss 
the results of his day’s investigation, but it 
is known that an extraerdinary state of 
affairs has been revealed. 

Evidence is said to have been discovered 
that some delegates in the rump cogyven- 
tion; who tried to break into the regular 
gathering, were In the employ of the rail- 
roads, and that a larger number had their 
expenses paid by the railroads, especially 
in the -way of passes. Some of the delegates 
have been identified as railroad attorneys, 
At the morning session of the Parry gather- 
ing of railroad sympathizers in Music hall 
Dr. Durand unobtrusively made his way to 
a seat in the gallery. He descended to the 
floor afterwards and talked with nimerous 
delegates. What the federal official learned 
sent him out on the trail of the credentials 
of the railroad delegates. 


‘ Evidence Secured by Dr. Durand. 


It transpired that the credentials of the 
Parry crowd had been filed with the railway 
Its local manager ad- 
mitted that the credentials had been filed 
with him, but objected that this did not in- 
dicate that the @elegates were under any ob- 
ligations to the railroads. 

The railway publicity bureau has had 
agents in the fleld for severa] months whose 
mission it was to induce commercial and in- 
dustrial organizations throughout the coun- 
ttry to send friendly representatives. Ex- 
penses in al] instances were guaranteed, and 
other benefits, it is asserted, were promised 
the willing organizations of shippers. If 
Dr. Durand follows this lead far enough it is 
expected he will find these benefits to con- 
sist of favorable shipping rates and rebates. 
In some cases the railroad: press agents ob- 
tained written pledges of support from the 
delegates they induced the organizations to 


appoint. 


Railroads Spend Money Freely. 

An unlimited amount of money was spent 
by the railways in this wholesale attempt to 
pack the rate convention. This money was 
part of a fund of $1,500,000 which the railroad 
lobby has at its disposal for preliminary 
work in thwarting the-rate regulation move- 
ment. 

‘‘I am surprised that any knowledge of my 
presence in the city should have become 
known,” said Dr. Durand. “ Although the 
matter which I am investigating in Chicage 
will be inferred; I must refuse to discuss in 
any way the meaning of my presence here.”’ 
But the investigator would not deny that 
he was inquiring into the rate convention. 
and a little later he made arrangements with 
a friend to take up the investigation of the

| 
Enjoys Preferential Rates. 

An explanation of the presence of many of 
the. delegates in the Parry meeting is illus- 
trated by the case of F. R. Bentley of Chi- 
cago. Bentley is a member of the executive 
committee of the Llinois Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation, which sent a full delegation headed 
by. B. A. Eckhart to the regular convention. 
But Bentley is traffic manager for the IIll- 
nois Steel company, which receives prefer- 
ential freight rates from the railroads by 
virtue of the ownership of a switching rail- 
way, known as the Chicago, Lake Shore and 
Eastern. 

Along toward night it leaked out that the 
Parry people are planning a great national 
convention to be called at Washington this 
winter for the discussion of rate reforms. If 
such a gathering can be skillfully manipu- 
lated the aim will be to show that the country 
does not wish federal control of freight tar- 
iffs. The scheme will be developed by the 
executive committee of the permanent or- 
ganization into which the rump convention 
resolved itself. In the meantime, however, 
the proceedings of the Parry meeting will be 
widely distributed as an offset to the work 
of the regular convention. 


Will Fight in Washington. 

Both the regular and the rumpconventions 
adjourned after adopting resolutions 
diametrically opposed to each other and plan- 
ning supporting campaigns. The regular 
convention indorsed President Roosevelt's 
rate policy and raised $7,000 to finance a lobby 
at Washington this winter to urge rate legis- 
lation on congress. The Parry crowd adopted 
resolutions condemning the president's 
scheme for rate regulation by the interstate 
commerce commission and provided for a 
lobby. No fund for the lobby was raised, it 
being just possible that the railroads may 
provide the money, though this suggestion 
by an outsider shocked the leaders beyond 
measure. 

The railroad delegates came to the conclu- 
sion that they k.d madea mistake on Thurs- 
day and that they were not the real simon 
pure interstate.commerce law convention, as 
they had claimed. So they formed an inde- 
pendent organization called the Federal Kate 
Regulation association. The disparity be- 
tween the name and the resolutions which 
condemned the president’s rate regulation 
policy shocked only one member of the rump 
meeting. 


Timid Man’s Error. 


“Why don’t we come right out and cal] it 
the Anti-Rate Regulation association?” 
timidiy inquired this individual. 

This sincere speech so shocked the otner 
railroad delegates that the indiscreet indi- 
vidual only got several hundred glances of 
pity and contempt for his pains. 

The leaders of the regular convention 
charge that the name chosen by the rump 
meeting is another subterfuge on the part 
of the railroads to mislead the public and 
congress concerning the movement for rate 
regulation. 

Most of the members of both gatherings 
departed in the evening for their homes. 
The Parry delegates traveled on passes sup- 
plied by the railroads. The regular Bacon 
Gelegates paid their own fare. 


Roosevelt’s Stand Is Approved. 


In the resolutions adopted by the Bacon 
convention in Steinway hall the president 
and the house of representatives were com- 
mended for the encouragement they have 
given to the advocates of rate reform. In 
conclusion the report says: 

We specifically agree with the president that the

Lobby Fund Is Started. 


A telegram was dispatched to President 
Roosevelt informing him of the indorsement 
of his policy by the convention. Then the 
delegates started in to raise money for the 
rate reform legislation lobby this winter 
at Washington. Chairman W. E. Hughes 
started the subscriptions with $200, which 
he doubled later. Murdo Mackenzie of Colo- 
rado gave $600 for himself and organiza- 
tions he represents, and I. P. Rumsey, repre- 
wenting the Chicago Board of Trade, added 
$200. At the close of the session the list 
totaled $7,000, and an effort will be made to 
raise an additional $3,000 by circular. 

After organizing the newly appointed ex- 
ecutive com™ittee and naming a delegation 
of five to present the results of the meeting 
to the president the convention adjourned 
sine die. 


Demands of the Parry Delegates. 


The'resolutions adopted by the Parry dele- 
gates, who later organized as the Federal 
Rate Regulation association, were in part: 


We declare as a fundamental] basis of our de- 
liberations and of our purpose an unquestioning 
faith in the wisdom, integrity, and high purposes of 
President Theodore Roosevelt. We recommend 
definite action by this convention looking to the 
establishment of a permahent organization which 
shall be representative of every state and territory 
ofthe union. . * . 

We are unalterably opposed to conferring upon 
the interstate commerce commission, or any other 
appointive agency, the power to prescribe rates for 
transportation, believing that such action would 
prove a dangerous experiment, inimical to the 
best interests of commerce and the continued de- 
velopment of this country. 

Recognizing existing evils connected with the 
transportation interests of the country, we 
demand the most rigid enforcement of the laws, 
which, if found to be inadequate, should be so 
amended as to provide speedy, efficient, and per- 
manent relief. 

We recognize the great and almost universal dis- 
satisfaction with the interstate commerce law as 
now administered or enforced is due to thé delay 
in reaching a determination of questions demand- 
ing early and final settlement, and we urge upon 
congress the imperative necessity for providing 
the necessary machinery tor relief. 


Dispute Over Private Car Lines. 


A clause in one of the resolutions referred 
to ** the detriment of others affected through 
private car lines.” This caused much opposi- 
ion. 

“The adoption of that clause,” said J. W. 
Van Cleave of St. Louis, ‘* will be considered 
unjust criticism. Let it be stricken out. Our 
action today must be conservative. We do 
not want to be condemned for interfering 
with the interests of individuals. They have 
rights as citizens."’ ‘ 

‘Let it be qualified,”’ said another man. 
“I hope this clause will be left in,” saic 
former United States Senator Dietrich of 
Nebraska. ‘‘ Under. present laws the private 
car lines are the worst highwaymen ‘tthe 
United States.”’ , 
A sensation was caused by S. C. Mead, dele- 
gate from the Merchants’ association of New 
York, when he said: 

‘‘On that part of the report which reads 
that ‘we are unalterably opposed to any 
regulation of rates ’ 1 wish to be excused from 
voting.”’ 

His announcement was met with silence. 
The original report then was put and adopted 
unanimously. 


Permanent Organization Formed, 


‘The question of the permanent organiza- 
tion then was taken up. Chairman N. W. 
McLeod was made president, and Vice 
Chairmen Wendling and: Bradley made 
permanent vice presidents. Power was left 
with the president to appoint twelve mem- 
bers at large, and on the reading of the 
roll of states a vice president was named 
by the delegations of each state repre- 
sented. 

The question of a suitable name coming 
up, another debate was started. Vice Chair- 
man G. X. Wendling of San Francisco 
moved that the name be the ** Federal Rate 
Regulation association.’’ 

“This will give our enemies a chance to 
say we are railroad men, when we are not,’ 
said Delegate Thurber of New York. ‘** We 
are shippers, and I move the name be the 
Shippers’ National association.” 

‘“‘We are not trying to regulate anything 

anyway!’’ shouted a delegate in the rear. 
‘*T suggest the name be the Anti-Rate Reg- 
ulation association!’’ shouted a man from 
Tennessee. 
Smiles and cries of ** No, no!"’ and “ Put 
him out!’ interrupted his intended speech. 
Mr. Wendling’s motion was carried, and the 
convention adjourned sine die. Some one 
started three cheers for “ free speech,” and 
the delegates weakly responded as they 
scattered. The tiger trailed off into a whis- 
per.

NEGRO MURDERER 


Pursued by Crowd After He 
Wounds Wife and Child 
and Kills Woman. 


til 


SPOUSE DIES OF INJURY. 


Cause of Crime, Mrs. Daniel Fran- 
cis’ Refusal to Return to 
Husband’s Home. 


An angry crowd was prevented from doing 
violence. to a murderer at Cottage Grove ave- 
nue and Forty-seventh street yesterday aft- 
ernoon when Detective John Bacon subdued 
and arrested Daniel Francis, anegro. Fran- 
cis, after killing one woman, fatally shooting 
his wife, and wounding his 8 months old baby, 
ran through the streets, brandishing two re- 
volvers. »The shooting occurred after he had 
made an.unsuccessful attempt to induce his 
wife to return.to his home with him. She 
died of her injuries shortly after midnight. 

The negro was standing at Forty-seventh 
street and Cottage Grove avenue, surrounded 
by acrowd, which hesitated to attack him 
because of the two weapons which he was 
flourishing. While Detective Bacon was 
pushing a way through the crowd a brick 
was thrown by a schoolboy who had chased 
Francis through the street for three blocks, 
struck the negro on the head, knocking him 
to the ground, The crowd surged forward, 
but the man was on his feet again and proba- 
bly would have fired at the crowd but for the 
interference of Bacon, who struck him on the 
head with the butt of his revolver, and while 
he was in a dazed condition dragged him into 
a fruit store. 

The doors of the store were closed and 
locked and assistance was summoned from 
the Hyde Park police station. It was not 
until the arrival of a patrol wagon loaded 
with policemen that the crowd dispersed. 


Francis Fires Many Shots. 


At 8 o’clock In the afternoon Francis had 
gone to the little dye house owned by his wife 
and Mrs. Dora Scroggs, also colored, at 4440 
Cottage Grove avenue. A revolver protruded 
from his coat pocket, and he carried one in 
each, hand, but he concealed them behind him 
when he accosted Mrs. Francis. 

"“*T have come to take you home. 
along,’’ he said. 

Mrs. Francis, who held her baby in her 
arms, refused to go, and the man raisé@d the 
two revolvers and immediately began firing 
at her with both ofthem. Oneshot shattered 
the arm of the infant. Four shots struck 
Mrs. Francis, who fell to the floor. 

Mrs. Scroggs in the:meantime had rushed 
terror-stricken to the street, but was fol- 
lowed by Francis. 

** You told her not to live with me and I'll 
get you, too,” he cried, firing at the fleeing 
woman.

POLICE GET MEMBERS FITTING F 
TORSO FOUND IN BOSTON.

Mystery Which Has Baffled Authort- 
ties Since Sept. 19 May Be Solved 
by Discovery of Mardered Woman’s 
Arms and Legs—Three Hings on 
Fingers Give Clew Which Is Ex- 
pected to Reveal Identity—Police 
on New Trail, 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 27.—[Special.]—Inter- 
est in the famous “ suit case ’’ mystery sud- 
denly- was revived late this afternoon by the 
finding of the arms and legs of a young 
woman. The second suit case was found in 


the harbor, near Charlestown bridge, about | 


4 o'clock. In it were the arms and legs 
wrapped in a piece of oilcloth of the same 
pattern as that which inclosed the torso in 
the suit case discovered floating near the 
Winthrop yacht club Sept. 21. 

The legs. both had been disjointed at the 
knees. From the similarity of the disarticu- 
lation of the limbs with the torso, Medfeal- 
Examiner Harris says there is not the slight- 
est doubt that they are all portions of the 
Fame body. 


Second Suitcase Identified. 


Myer Rubin, pawnbroker, has identified the 
suitcase found today as one he sold on Sept. 
19 to the same man who purchased the suit- 
case containing the torso from John Berk- 
man, another pawnbroker. 

The most important feature of today’s dis- 
covery lies in the fact that upon the right 
hand are three rings, one set with a turquois 
and one with a garnet, on the third finger, 
while upon the little finger is a small chased 
band ring. The police believe they can ¢s- 
tablish the identity of the woman through the 
rings, and eventually discover, through 
learning her name, who the man was who 
brought about her death and dismembered 
the body.

The limbs 
have been removed to the Harvard Medical 
school, where the torso has been kept pf- 
served and tomorrow doctors will fit them 
together.

COOLEY WARMLY DEFENDS 


Chicagoan Says Drawing, Music, and 
Manual Training Supplement Book 
Work of Fifty Years Ago. 


Houghton, Mick., Oct. 27.—[{Special.]—B. 
G. Cooley, superintendent of schools of Chi- 
cago, addressed the Michigan Educational 
association today on so-calléd ‘‘fads’’ in 
education. He said: 
| “The introduction of manual training, 

kindergartens, ‘drawing, and music is a 
recognition of the need of supplementing 
the book work of fifty years ago. These 
subjects are indispensable to good work if 
properly organized. They offer the child 
something to do as well as something to 
learn. 

‘The kindergarten is an organic part of 
any complete system of schools. Itisrota 
fad, but is fundamentally right and néces- 
gary. 

‘** Music has a great social value, and edu- 
cates the sentiments along wholesome lines, 
Drawing exercises the executive, motor, 
creative Impuises of the child, and is closely 
related to the affairs of practical life. From 
the standpoint of sheer utility, it is worth 
more than fine penmanship to the ordinary 
man. 

‘* Manual training and household arts have 
the same thread of purpose running through 
them. They train the brain through the 
hand. They teach respect for manual la- 
bor. 

‘It seems clear, then, that, we owe the 
enrichment of our school program to two 
things:First, to an effort to bring our school 
work into closer harmony with the social 
needs of the world outside; second, to the 
recognition of the necessity of utilizing im- 
pulses and interests of Children hitherto 
neglected in formal schoof education.’

Law for Annual Division of 
Surplus Proposed by Wis- 
~consin Commissioner. 


ORIGIN OF BIG SCANDAL. 


Officers Usurp Rights of Policy 
Holders in Order to Enrich 
Themselves. 


Madison, Wis., Oct. 27.—[Special.]—Insur- 
ance Commissioner Host, In his annual re- 
port recommends the enactment of state laws 
to compel life insurance companies to make 
an annual distribution of their surplus 
among policy holders. He also recommends 
a law requiring companies to furnish with 
ae annual statements a gain or loss ex- 

Commissioner Host makes some sarcastic 
comments on insurance methods as revealed 
in the investigations now on. In reviewing 
the Jife insurance situation he says: 

“ Within the last year there have been 


given to the public startling revelations con--: 


cerning the methods employed by the man- 
agements of some life insurance companics 
in the conduct of business affairs, consp:cu- 
ous among which is the Equitable Life As- 
surance society of New York. ‘This com- 
pany has been under the knife for about s!x 
months, during which time there have Been 
cut out of it, one right on the heels of the 
other, scandals, the nature of which has se- 
riously inpaired the standing of the company 
and shaken public confidence in iife insur- 
ance generally. 

“ Primitively, every policy holder in a life 
insurance company was accorded a square 
deal, not because supervision and legislation 
were more rigorous then than now, but be- 
cause then, officers were merely the servants 
of the polley holders, selected by the latter 
to administe rthe affairs of the company. 

“To gratify their speculative instinct, the 


‘deferred dividend contract was introduced 


and there was then formed the nucleus of the 
scandals which recently have been revealed 
to the public through the internal dissensions 
of the Equitable Life Assurance society.” 


Minnesota Company Is Sued. 

Galesburg, Ill., Oct. 27.—[Special.]—Alleg- 
ing that $500,000 of the surplus has been 
squandered, seventeen policy holders, headed 
by the Rey. Clarence A. Vincent, pastor of 
the Central Congregational church of this 
city, today began suit against the North- 
western National Life Insurance company 
of Minneapolis and the Northwestern Life 
and Savings company of Des Moines, to com- 
pel the return of an aggregate of several 
thousand dollars paid by the plaintiffs in 
premiums. 

These men originally held poligies in the 
Des Moines company, which on Aug, 22, 
1903, transferred its business and assets to 
the Minneapolis company. The property 
thus transferred comprised $3,500,000 assets 
and $250,000 surplus, together with all books, 
accounts, and policies. The policy holders 
were given to understand that their interests 
were protected by the transfer, 

It-is alleged that since then the company’s 
affairs have been poorly conducted and that 
it is practically insolvent and about to be re- 
organized on a different basis, such as would 
destroy the policies of the Des Moines com- 
pany. 

Missouri Checks Indiana Company. 

Jefferson City, Mo., Oct. 27.—Superintend- 
ent Vandiver of the state insurance de- 
partment notified the American Central 
Life Insurance company of Indianapolis 
today that its general western agent in 
Kansas City must stop the practice of 
pasting typewritten estimates in the poll- 
cies written, thus making the policy holders 
believe that these are a part of the con- 
tract.

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ENDS LIFE AFTER ARREST. 


Adolph Perbohner, President of the 
Equitable Real Estate and Loan 
Company, Leaps from Window of | 
His Office to Pavement 75 Feet Be- 
low and Is Killed Instantly—De- 
tective Tobin Almost Dragged Out 
Also in Effort to Restrain Prisoner. 


Death was chosen by Adolph Perbohner, 
48 years old, president of.an alleged “ get 
rich quick ’’ concern, in preference to a 
prison sentence on more than 100 charges 
which had been filed against him. 

In Perbohner’s pockets only a few dollars 
were found, and his bank book showed a 
balance of $1.50, although thousands of dol- 
lars had .been received in the last two 
months by the Equitable Real Estate and 
Loan company, of which he was the pro- 
moter and sole official. He was a lavish 
spender of money and was said to be Wwith- 
out funds to secure legal aid, 


Agencies in Several Towns. 

The offices of the company were in room 
87, 151 Washington street. Letterheads and 
printing of the * Equitable Financing com- 
pany’’ and the “ Equitable Real Estate 
and Loan society ’’ represented Perbohner 
as president of the corporations. Agencies 
had been established in Joliet, Wheaton, and 
other towns. Little business was done with 
residents of Chicago. 

Warrants sworn to by Mrs. Theresa Wahl 
and Mrs, W: Weber of Joliet were given yes- 
terday morning to Detective Wooldridge, who 
went to Perbohner’s office, but Perbohner 
was notin. Shortly before 10 o'clock Detect- 
ives Tobin and Duffy, carrying warrants 
signed by Mrs. Katherine Fergusoy of Joliet, 
found Perbohner in a saloon on the lower 
floor of the building. 

The detectives started toward the station 
with the prisoner, when he asked to be allowed 
to close his desk in his office above and secure 
some papers from a drawer. They con- 
sented. Soon after Perbohner entered the 
office he ran to the front window and broke 
the glass. He was seized by Tobin, and for 
a moment the pair struggled on the window 
ledge. 

Leaps to His Death. 

Perbohner pushed the detective from him 
and: plunged through the window. At the 
same moment Tobin caught his coat collar 
and, but for the arrival of Detectice Duffy, 
who seized him, would have gone througb 
the shattered glass.  Perbohner’s skull was 
crushed and both arms broken. Detective 
Tobin’s hands were badly cut. 


MILK INSPECTOR EXPLAINS 
WHY HE ACCEPTED $100. 


Charles Soesman Says He Wrote Pam- 
phlet to Express His Own Beliefs and 
Association Saw Fit to Vote Gift. 


City Milk Inspector Charles Soesman, who 
accepted $100 from the Chicago Milk Dealers’ 
association for a pamphlet he prepared, was 
on trial before the civil service board yester- 


day. 


Soesman said in his own behalf that he 
wrote the pamphlet outside of working hours 
because of his own economic beliefs. 

‘I wanted to remedy conditions, and I 
wanted to use the slogan of the small dealers 
as a leverage to secure the improvement,” 
Soesman said. ‘‘ I didnot ask forany money, 
but when it was offered to me I accepted it.”’ 

“If you had these economic beliefs, why 
didn’t you issue the pamphlet yourself under 
your own name?’ Commissioner Errant tn- 
quired, when it was shown that, although 
Soesman had written the pamphlet, the as- 
sociation issued it under: the signature of 
George M. Boyd, attorney for the association. 

‘I wanted to-issue the pamphlet for the 
benefit of the public health, and I could not 
have it come from me, because the truth 
cannot be told in this business,’’ Soesman re- 
plied. 

The hearing will be resumed next week.

ALLEGED GET RICH QUICK MAN 


ARREST BANKER 
AS A DEFAULTER. 
Police Capture Henry T. Bangs, 


Head of the Failed Mer- 
chants’ Depository. 


TAKEN IN NEW YORK, 


Doors of the Institution Locked 
Months Ago and Depositors 
Are Unpaid. 


Henry T. Bangs, who was president of the 


defunct Merchants’ bank, was arrested in 


New York yesterday and will bé brought 
back to Chicago to answer charges of em- 
bezzlement. The charge on which he was 
indicted a month ago was that of embezzling 
$2,500 belonging to Albert Gohl, 3831 Armour 
avenue. 

Bangs arrived in Chicago In April, 1904, 
from California. In May he became asso- 
clated with President Jacobs of the Mer- 
chants’ bank and entered into a contract 
with Jacobs, who is now serving a term in 
the penitentiary, by which he would take 
active charge of the bank. Jacobs in the 
meanti organized the Chicago Loan and 
Trust cémpany. 

Early this year Bangs locked the doors of 
the bank and left without informing the de- 
positors of his whereabouts. Gohl, whose 
complaint at last led to the arrest of Bangs, 
did not learn that the bank was closed until 
a month ago, when he went to its offices, 
Lake and La Salle streets, to collect the in- 
terest on $2,500 which he had deposited. He 
found the building vacant and a “ for rent ”’ 
sign on the door.

THE RAILROADS ARE ALARMED. 

The railroads wished to get control of the 
interstate commerce law convention. They 
felt that a hearty indorsefment of President 
Roosevelt's railroad rate policy by men iden- 
tified witk the commerce and industry of the 
country would strengthen the public senti- 
ment in favor of rate regulation and could 
not fail to have influence on congress. 
Therefore the men who are managing the 
railroad campaign set out deliberately to 
* capture the convention.” 
There are some commercial organizations 
at the east which are opposed to the presi- 
dent’s policy. Their delegates would have 
spoken against it in the convention. Butas 
they would have been outvoted the railroads 
set out to manufacture delegates. There 
are shippers in many small towns who get 
favors from the roads and are willing to 
oblige them. Such shippers consented to 
elect themselves delegates and to come to 
Chicago to back up their friends. 
If the railroads had kept their hands off 
there would have been but one convention 
which might not have been largely attended. 
A majority of those in attendanee would 
have stood by the president. Then the per- 
sons who are conducting the campaign for 
the roads could have belittled the convention 
and its action if they chose to do so. 
By their efforts to get possession of it 
they impressed on many prominent advo- 
cates of railroad rate regulation who had 
not been, intending to come here the neces- 
sity dex toot presence. As a consequence 
the “ regular” convention was a large and 
truly representative one. It expresses the 
sentiment of the great majority of the peo- 
ple. The so-called “ bolters’”’’ convention 
was a large one, but it will be looked on as 
Its resolu- 
tions are acceptable to them, but will not 
receive consideration in any other quarter, 


although there are many excellent men 
among the “ bolters.” 


The unsuccessful efforts of the railroads 
to pack the interstate commerce law con- 
yention and get from it a declaration favor- 
able to their side of the controversy are evi- 
dence that they are seriously alarmed. They 
have been working for months, through 
“publicity bureaus” and in other ways, to 
persuade the public, that rate regulation will 
be dangerous. The public refuses to be per- 
suaded. It calls with increasing determina- 
tion for the legislation advocated by the 
president. The south is for it as well as the 
north. Gov. Blanchard of Louisiana said to 
President Roosevelt, “ The democrats of 
Louisiana and, I believe, generally of the 
south, wish you to have the support of the 
democratic vote in the two houses of con- 
gress this winter.” 

The supporters of the president’s policy 
need not be worried because the railroads 
organized a “ bolters’”’ convention at Chi- 
cago. That simply shows how worried they 


are, 


BRAVE, SENSIBLE NEW ORLEANS. 

The high praise President Roosevelt gave 
the people of New Orleans and Louisiana 
for their brave and successful fight against 
yellow fever was well deserved, They con- 
quered the epidemic before frost came to aid 
them. That, as the president said, is what 
never was done before in the case of a 
similar epidemic in the United States. 

Jn the past many people of localities 
visited by yellow fever have looked upon it 


‘as a visitation of Providence. Viewing it in

ht they have thought it futile to 
make efforts to stay the disease’s progress 
and at the same time have worked them- 
selyés into a state of hysteria which made 
them fall its easy victims. / 

The people of New Orleans and Louisiana 
were terribly frightened when the presence 
of yellow fever first became known last 
summer and showed it. There was some 
wild talk and attempts were made at sev- 
eral places to establish shotgun quarantines. 
But better counsels prevailed. The people 
were convinced by physicians and sanita- 
rians that the epidemic was due to natura! 
causes and could be vanquished with scien- 
tific weapons. With admirable self<ontrol 
and bravery they squarely faced their 
enemy and set to work carrying out the in- 
structions they were given. The compara- 
tively small number of cases that developed 
and the small proportion of deaths may be 
ascribed to the intelligence and ability of 
the representatives of the federal public 
health and marine hospital service and the 
local officials by whom the fight was di- 
rected. Results seem to vindicate their 
theory that the way to put down yellow 
‘fever is to put down the mosquito that dis- 
seminates yellow fever germs. But if the 
people of New Orleans had not kept cool 
and obeyed orders public officials, phy- 
sicians, and sanitary experts could have ac- 
complished eomparatively little. 

The experience and example of New Or- 
leans should be a lesson to the entire south. 
The best way to check a yellow fever epi- 
demic is also the best way to prévent it. 
Southern cities ought, therefore, hereafter 
to wage incessant, relentless warfare on 
mosquitoes. If, despite all sanitary pre- 
cautions, yellow fever gets a foothold, let 
the brave way the people of New Orleans 
faced and mastered their epidemic be re- 
membered and imitated. Presence of mind, 
courage, and good sense in such emergencies 
are half the battle. 


SYMPATHY FOR THE CORN GROWER. 

The wheat grower of the west has long 
been known as a pessimist. His annual cry 
of despair at the great size of his wheat 
crop is expected as a matter of course as 
each harvest season approaches. When he 
bewails his lot and cries for help to save the 
crops no one is seriously perturbed over it. 
It is simply a habit he has acquired. But 
now it is time to sit up and consider thecase 
of the corn raiser. From the broad fields of 
Vermilion county, in the heart of the corn 
growing empire of Lilinois, a region where 
hitherto only peace, and plenty, and satis- 
faction have prevailed, comes a cry for pity. 
The corn growers are suffering as the wheat 
men of the west are in the habit of saying 
they suffer. There is a scarcity of corn 
huskers this year. The corn is stil] in the 
fields, and it will stay there all winter if 
the farmers do not secure more help to husk 
it, according to the reports. The farmers 
see the wealth of golden ears hanging use- 
less in the fields and wail and wring their 
hands for want of help. It is a sad situa- 
tion, according to the reports. When a 
farmer raises crops so large that he cannot 
harvest them, then, truly, it is time to put 
on the sackcloth and ashes and properly 
grieve with him! 

The plight of the Illinois corn farmers is 
apparently more serious than that of the 
wheat grower. When the wheat grower 
sends forth his appeal for help brawny 
young men engaged in the pursuit of the

The last bulletin of the health department 
calls attention to the sewers.

The in- 
adequacy of the sewers in the business dis- 
trict is an old story. Whenever there is an 
extremely heavy rainfall basements are 
flooded. The inability of the sewers to carry 
off the water is assigned as the great rea- 
son why the underground trolley system will 
not work satisfactorily. But the health de- 
partment does not refer specially to the 
downtown sewers. It calls attention to the 
“frequent flooding and back pressure in 
the house drains,” due to “ the insufficient 
size of many Chicago public sewers.” The 
insufficiency of the sewers is one reason why 
the department is 60 urgent for the use of 
heavy iron pipe for house drainage purposes. 

A commission has been appointed to dis- 
cover how closer relations may bé estab- 
lished between museums, libraries, park 
clubhouses, social settlements, etc. Another 
commission has been appointed to ascertain 


been encroached on by individuals and cor- 
porations. Would not it be well to appoint 
a commissién or a competent civil engineer 
to investigate the imperfect, haphazard 
sewer system of Chicago, to point out its 
manifold defects, and show how they can 
best be remedied? 

There are sewers which were dishonestly 
built and need reconstruction. There are 
others in residence districts which have to 
take care of hundreds of large flat buildings 
instead of the few houses they were built to 
accommodate. There are others which have 
not é¢nough slope to enable them to do their 
work properly. These various defects would 
be brought to light by a thorough study of 
the sewers. The next step would be to de- 
vise a perfect sewer system. It is needed 
fof the protection ‘of the public health. 
With good sewers there will be less typhoid 
fever. 

The council has authority to order an in 
vestigation of the subject. There are mani- 
fest reasons why it should not delay exercis- 
ing its authority.

ITH the death 


duchess of Talleyrand, and who was 
also duchess of Perigord, of Valen- 


cay, and of Sagan, there disappears 
from the scene @ woman who for 
the last fifty years or more has played a con- 
spicuous role in Parisian life. During the 
greater part of that time she was known as 


| the princesse de Sagan, and while during 


the first twenty-five years of her life she 
kept her name before the publie by the aplen- 
dor of her fétes, and by the brilllancy of her 
social sway, throughout the last two decades 
of her existence she was forever calling at- 
tention to her existence by the extraordinary 
number of lawsults in which she was almost 
continually involved. There were lawsuits 
with kinsfolk, lawsuits with tradesmen, and 
lawsuits with servants, who were wont to 
complain that they could get neither their 
wages nor the money that they had laid out 
for her unless they sued her for it. 


But it was her differences with the members 


of her family that involved her in the greatest 
mass of legal difficulties. She appeared in 
court In turn against her husband, her eldest 
son, her brother-in-law, the duc de Mont- 
morency; her own brothers, the barons de 
Seilliere, and against all sorts of other rela- 
tives, besides taking an active interest, 
though not as an actual participant, in the 
action for divorce which resulted in the dis- 
solution of the marriage of her younger and 
favorite son, Boson de Talleyrand-Perigord, 
to Helen Morton, daughter of former Vice 
President Levi P. Morton of New York. 
oe ’ 

It is to this son that she w**' undoubtedly 
bequeath the greater portion of her wealth. 
For she hated her elder son, the present 
prince de Sagan, with the most bitter an!- 
mosity, and her husband has been for the 
last eight or ten years in a state of paralytic 
imbecility. 

The greater part of her wealth may be deé- 
scribed as ill gotten. For it was amassed by 
her father mainly through army contracts, 
and it may be remembered that after the 
conclusion of the war of 1870, when people 
were beginning to be called to account, he 
blew his brains out on the day that he was 
to have appeared in the criminal courts at 
Paris to answer the disgraceful charge of 
having supplied the unfortunate French 
troops endeavoring to defend their country 
against German invasion with paper soled 
boots and with great coats and blankets 
made of such shoddy cloth that they came to 
pieces when wet, and on which the govern- 
ment stamp of approval had been forged. 

. 


It was about this time that the then pringe 
de Sagan left his wife, summoning all the 
Servants into the great hall of the palace in 
the Rue St. Dominique in order to bear wit- 
ness that he carried nothing away with him 
from the mansion but his umbrella. The 
princess was compelled by the courts to pay 
him an annuity of $20,000 a year as long as 
they remained apart. For the fault of the 
separation was hers. For more than a quar- 
ter of a century he lived aloof from her and 
never crossed her threshold, declining the 
offer which she made to pay al] his HMabilities 
if he would appear even for a few hours only 
and do the honors as master of the house at 
the memorable ball which she gave in 1878 
in honor of King Edward and Queen Alex- 
andra. It was her brother, Baron Raymond 
Seilliere, who at the last moment took his 
place on that occasion. Indeed, it is impossi- 
ble to describe the aversion which the prince 
de Sagan manifested on all occasions for the 
woman who bore his name. 

When about eight years ago he was sudden- 
ly stricken with paralysis, affecting not only 
his physical powers, but also his reason, and 
was being carefully nursed by his only 
brother and by his eldest son at the club of 
the Rue Royale, of which he was president, 
and where he had made his home since he had 
left her, she suddenly swooped down upon 
him one day during their absence and carried 
him off in an ambulance to her house, de- 
clining to permit elther his brother or eldest 
boy to have access to him. On the strength 
of the fact that he was now once more living 
with her she was dispensed from any further 
payment of the $20,000 alimony, and when his 
brother and son invoked the law to secure 
his return to their care and to his home at 
the club, she raked up every scandal and 
financial scrape in which they had ever been 
involved in order to show that they were 
unfitted to be intrusted with his guardian- 
ship. They have never had an opportunity of 
seeing him from that day to this, as he is 
kept in the strictest kind of seclusion, 

_ 

Still greater was the obloquy, however, with 
which she covered herself by her treatment of 
her eldest son, the present prince of Sagan. 
He had become involved in some awkward 
financial scrape in connection with his former 
friend and crony, Max Lebaudy, popularly 
known as “the little sugar pot,’’ and a 
younger brother of that Jacques Lebaudy 
who is posturing in various parts of the 
world as *“‘ emperor of the Sahara.”’ It seems 
that Helle de Sagan negotiated several bills 
on which the name of Lebaudy figured in 
conjunction with his own. Sagan always 
claimed that Lebaudy had not only author- 
ized him to affix his name to the bills, but 
that he had even shared the proceeds, as 
owing to legal difficulties with his family he 
(Lebaudy) was in urgent need of ready cash. 
Those who knew Lebaudy best were dis- 
posed to give full credence to Sagan’s story. 
When the moment, however, came for taking 
up the bills, young Lebaudy, who had mean- 
while quarreled bitterly with Sagan, _ re- 
pudiated the signatures and denounced them 
as forgeries. The bill discounters, after ap- 
pealing in vain to Sagan's multimillionaire 
mother, thereupon proceeded to extremities 
and caused the arrest and Indictment of the 
future duke of Talleyrand, of Valencay, of 
Sagan, and of Perigord, for forgery and for 
fraud. 

For nearly a year the young prince, whom 
the greater number of people believed to be 
innocent, remained in durance vile, his 
mother declining to contribute a cent towards 
any compromise with his prosecutors un- 
less he renounced all his rights to the in- 
heritance of the four dukedoms, as well asto 
the other honors and estates of the family, in 
favor of his younger brother, Boson, the ex- 
son-in-law of Levi P. Morton, and who enjoys 
the questionable distinction of having been 
blackballed by almost every club In Paris. 
Helie de Sagan, conscious of his innocence, 
ined to yleld, and it was not until King 
Edward, then still prince of Wales, inter- 
vened and made clear to the duchess of 
Talleyrand that she would be boycotted by 
himeelf, by every reigning house of Europe, 
and by all society in France and abroad, if 
she adhered to the position which she had 
taken up, that she at length gave way. But 
King Edward had little or nothing to do 
with her afterwards, utterly disgusted with 
the réle which she had playedin the matter.

NEWS OF THE THEATERS. 


Unregenerate and Unredeemed. 

The rite of immersion, so certain faithful 
folk assure us, is capable of accomplish- 
ing the complete regeneration of even the 
most stubborn and perverse human soul. 
There is no inclination to combat the truth 
of this assurance, but occasional incidents 
awaken in the mind of the contemplative 
observer a question as to whether possibly 
the manner of performing the rite may not 
have something to do with che resultant 
efficacy. Such a faith-shaking incident was 
encountered yesterday. 

Last spring when the organ in Orchestra 
hall was used for the first time, it indulged 
in- certain pranks which no proper minded 
organ would consider either fitting or 


worthy of its dignity. These slips in be- 
havior were overlooked, however. The 


‘organ was a newcomer, its habitation was 


strange to it, and possibly it had’ beem ac- 
customed to surroundings and conditions 
less circumspect and imposing than those 
in which it so recently had been installed. 
Last month when it became known that 
this same organ had been properly and 
thoroughly immersed, peace of mind settled 
down upon all faithful bélievers in the puri- 
fying grace that lies in watery baptism. 
It was felt that the unregenerate soul of 
that ill mannered instrument surely must 
have been cleansed, clarified, and rendered 
fittingly meek and obedient .by the nu- 
merous drops placed by beneficent minded 
chance not only on its devoted head but into 
the very deptha of its heart of hearts. A 
contrite and gentile spirit was expected to 
be manifested when for the first time since 
its immersion that redeemed organ lifted 


up its voice. 


> 

Whether nervousness was responsible, or 
whether the power that performed the puri- 
fying rite had not been of the proper -and 
worthy kind, will never be known. It suf- 
fices—and the fact can but make the faithful 
grieve—that, whatever may have been the 
cause, that organ “ acted up’ agit never had 
done before. It was to share in proclaiming 
the message of joy w hich Fritz Volbach has 

voiced in his “* Easter.” It may have been 
this joyous spirit of Eastertide which over- 
powered the instrument. Anyway, it waited 
not for Mr. Stock, for orchestra, nor even for 
its master, Mr. Middelschulte. It raised up 
its voice and sang. It sang but a single tone, 
but that tone was like the joy that Easter 
brings—unending. It was noti a loud tone, 
but it was persistent and insistent. At firs’ 
few heard it, but the organ minded not. It 
kept contentedly at {t until every one heard. 

Mr.. Stock looked and motioned. Mr. Mid- 
deischulte prodded, punched, pedaled, and 
pressed. Still the organ sang. Mr. Middel- 
schulte smiled, his curls arose and stood 
up. Then he arose, came to Mr. Stock’'s 
desk, and the two masters conferred. 8still 
the organ sang. Then appeared “ Mac ”’— 

‘Mac ” the Omniscient, to whom everything 
from the contents of the tenth measure in 
the piccolo part in an uncomposed symphony 
by Bruckner to the exact number of vibra- 
tions Mr. Stock’ 8 coat tails make when he’ 8 
conducting the * " Ride of the Valkyries "’ is 
known. “Mac” marched bravely to the 
place where that organ’s rubbery throat de- 
scended into the stage. Like some modern 
St. Patrick. he stamped upon that serpen- 
tine connection. Still the organ sang. 
‘* Mao,”’ and Stock, and Middelschulte con- 
ferred, and then departed each for his re- 
spective place. Still the organ sang. Mr. 
Stock rapped for order. That commanding 
rap which everybody nowadays obeys ac- 
complished naught. Still the organ sang. 
Mr. Stock capitulated. He called ‘‘ Mac” to 
him. ‘* Mac" nodded and departed, and ina 
moment the sweet song ceased. 

Down in the dark beneath the stage, far 
removed from the gaze of observing eye, 
“Mac” had seized that heedless, inconsider- 
ate, degenerate organ by the throat and 
choked it into silence. Volbach’s symphonic 
poem of — ér gladness was given, but the 
organ sang Mr. Middelschulte sat rigid 
and pensive, abikine. doubtless, of the sin- 
ful souls of unredeemed organ pipes, and 
when the last measure of that incomplete 
symphonic poem died away, he madeéa hasty, 
quiet exit. His lips were scen to move, but 
what he sald was nat heard by those in front. 
Perhapsitisas well. Some things sometimes 
said are as well left unheard.

Cirest Britain Will Be Asked to Enter Into Negotiations for International Law 
Which Will Stay the Hand of Industry. Now Busy in Divert- 
ing the Waters from the Mighty Cataract.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 27.—[{Special.]— 
Niagara falis is to be preserved as one of the 


' seven wonders of the world under forma! 
| agreement between the United States and 
| Great Britain. The hand of industry, which 
' has been diverting the waters from this 
' stupendous cataract, Is to be staid. In ac- 


cordance with instructions given by the 
president, Secretary Root will initiate nego- 
tiations with Sir Mortimer Durand, British 
ambassador, for the purpose of Iimiting the 
use of the waters of Niagara river for in- 
dustrial purposes. 

The prospect of the destruction of Niagara 
falls as one of nature’s nic wonders was 
called to the attention of the president some 
weeks ago by a civic association of New 
York. This organization expressed deep con- 
cern over the encroachments upon the flow 
of water and predicted that as a result of 
the operations of the electric development 
plants erected on the American and Canadian 
sides of the stream the volume of water 
would be decreased and the natural beauty 
of the falls would be impaired. 

One Canadian power cpmpany, for in- 
‘stance, has in course of construction a 
massive concrete gathering dam which ex- 
tends out from the river bank 700 feet into 
the deep and torrential waters of the rapids. 
This work has revealed the unsightly river 
bottom. 

Existing Laws Do Not Apply. 

From the point of view of persons inter- 
ested in the preservation of the falls, how- 
ever, there exists a graver disadvantage 
in that a considerable volume of water is 
diverted, and, passing through the tunnels, 
is returned to the river below the falls. 

The president referred the communication 
to the attorney general for an opinion as to 
what action the United States should take. 
The association referred to the law which 
authorizes the government to prevent any: 
impairment of the navigability of streams or 
of other waterways between the St. Law- 
rence and Mississippi rivers. 

Secretary Moody rendered an opinion stat- 
ing that this law cannot be invoked be- 
cause there fs no question of navigability 
involved. The power plants take the water 
they need from the river at a point below 
which navigation ceases and return it at a 
point above which navigation begins. 

Mr. Moody states further that so far as 
the information which has been placed in 
his possession shows, the operation of the 
power plants, erected on the American side 
of the falls will not affect appreciably the 
volume of water which passes over the 
cataract. Mr. Moody did not know when 
he rendered his opinion the extent of the 
operations of the plants on the Canadian 
side, 


_ 
Must Nagotiate Directly. 


He urgently advised the president to do 
everything possible in a diplomatic way to 
preserve the falls, and suggested that if the 
deep waterways commission which now is 
investigating navigation problems connected 
with the great lakes, and which is an Amer- 
ican and Canadian organization, is not com- 
petent to take up the subject, that the state 
department should be authorized to enter 
into negotiations with the British govern- 
ment looking to an arrangement which will 
limit industrial activity on both sides of the 
falls. Mr. Moody also suggested that congress 
should pass a law carrying out any agree- 
ment that might be reached with Great 
Britain. 

Secretary Root referred the matter to the 
deep waterways commission, and it appears 
that some of the members of that organiza- 
tion have been looking into the question. It 
is not believed, however, that this body will 
be able to settle the matter, and it will be 
necessary for the state department and the 
British government to negotiate directly. 

In connection aith the negotiation, it will 
be necessary for the two governments to 


consider the effect upon the industries qj. 
ready established on both sides of the stream 
At the present time there are in operation, or 
under construction; on the banks of the 
Niagara river electrical power plants of ¢ 
combined 500,000 horse power.

Immense Interests Involved. 


In addition to this amount the projecteg 
improvements and-the plants to be erecteg 
under charters given by the state of New 
York and the Ontario government will tne 
crease the horse power developed to 900,000. 
The principal scene of activity at the presente 
time is on the Canadian side, beginning at 
the commencement of the upper rapids ang 
ending at a point between the falls and the 
new steel arch bridge. There is a plant on 
the Canadian side known as the Ontario 
Power company, which has a maximum horse 
power of 150,000, and which furnishes elec. 
tricity for lighting and operating the refi. 
ways of the city of Ontario, ninety miles 
away 

Millions of dollars are being expended jp. 
developing the various power plants, and the 
revenues already are large. 
liiuue labor is required, once the energy of 
Niagara is harnessed. 

The estimated gross income of the power 
companies is in the neighborhood of $10,009,. 


000 per annum. That the investment pre. 


sents many advantages Is evidenced by the 
fact that power is provided constantly, every 
hour of the day and every day of the year, 
with thorough cleanliness, with little fire or 
accident insurance, with no expensive equip- 
ment for generating steam, and the resultant 
heavy annual wear and tear, and with ne 
engineers or firemen, the simple turning of 
a lever being sufficient to bring about the 
generation of power.

For the pur 
pose of inspection all water was shut of 
from the power development for several 
hours. Experts were stationed at different 


points on the river and at the brink of the — 


falls to measure the difference in the level 
when the water producing 100,000 horse 
power was cut off. The men were unani- 
mous in reporting that they could not de- 
tect the slightest variation. It was said that 
a heavy wind blowing up or down Lake 
Erie would raise or lower the Niagara river 
several feet, but only those well acquainted 
with the falls notice any material difference 
in the Gischarge at — cataract. 


Sentiment Constantly Coin: 

Engineering experts of the government do 
not believe the plants erected and now in 
course of construction will affect the volume 
of water passing over the fails, but the senti- 
ment is growing #0 strong throughout the 
country in favor of the adoption of interna- 
tional and governmental measures to insure 
the preservation of the cataract that they are 
unanimously of the opinion that something 
should be done. 

The sentiment of Canada is not known by 
the state department, but the authorities do 
not doubt that the Canadian government 
heartily will codperate in a plan to preserve 
the natural masterpiece, which adds as much 
to the grandeur of the dominion as it does 
to that of the United States.

Head of Great Western Road Stabs Proposed Commission, but Pays Teeny 
to Rate Fighter in Speech at Birthday Banquet. 


St. Paul, Minn., Oct. 27.—[Special.]—Pres!i- 
dent Roosevelt’s raflroad rate policy was dis- 
cussed in a speech by A. B. Stickney, presi- 
dent of the Great Western railway, ata ban- 
quet given tonight by the St. Paul “ Original 
Roosevelt club,” in celebration of the chief 
executive’s 47th birthday anniversary. Four 
hundred members and guests of the club at- 
tended the banquet, which also was marked 
by an eulogistic speech by Gov. Cummins of 
Iowa upon Roosevelt, “ the prince of peace, 
the idol of the people.” 

“The President and the Railroads” was 
the subject of Mr. Stickney’s speech. Gov. 
Cummins discussed “‘ The President and the 
Tariff... Both addresses were couched in 
language of admiration, and every mention 
of the president's name evoked a burst of 
applause. The enthusiasm of the ban- 
queters reached a climax when Mr. Stickney 
at the close of his speech earnestly declared: 

‘For these qualities the American people 
honor and love Theodore Roosevelt; would 
that he, or such as he, could be president 
always.”

Rebate, Competition’s Offspring. 

On the subject of President Roosevelt's 
attitude toward railroad rates, President 
Stickney said in part: 

“The rebate is the offspring of competi- 
tion and is never paid except on competitive 
business. It probably originated with the 
railways. Since the injunctions were issued 
—and the terrors of the law are considered 
imminent—I have been told of cases where 
young men from so-called routing agencies 
in New York make periodical trips through 
the western cities, leaving not bank checks 
but packages of actual money, without note 
or comment, upon certain merchants’ desks, 
taking no voucher or receipt. Curilously,when 
these packages are counted they are found 
to be exactly a certain percentage, supposed 
to be 25 per cent of the amount of freight 
which such merchants have paid a certain 
railway company since the last previous visit 
of the young man, who thus distributes hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars annually.”’ 

He continued: ‘* The railway companies 
have an absolute monopoly, and under the law 
fix the price upon that which they alone can 
produce and which every living man must 
consume (railway transportation), and the 
law makes it a misdemeanor for the consumer 
to kick. Is that a ‘square deal’? Theodore 
Roosevelt says it is not a square deal. Gov. 
Cummins, who is here tonight, says it is not 
a square deal, and every fair minded man 


will say it is not a square deal. It is wrong 
in principle, but as long as there are many 
competitive rallways it is of little practical 
importance, because unreasonable rates can- 
not be enforced.”

Would Curb Commission. 
“ Experience has proven that no commis- 


sion can be a disinterested board of arbitra- 


tors while at the same time it is ci gaged in 
the prosecution of thé case at bar. Hence,if 
the recommendation of the president is 
adopted, the arbitration commission . . 

should not be subordinate to or subject to 
dictation of any other branch of the govern 
ment, and they should hold their offites dur- 
ing life and good behavior, removable from 
office only by impeachment and conviction.” 

Gov. Cummins, speaking on the topic of the 
president and the tariff, said in part: 

“The republican party has enrolled many 
noble men to the highest office in the land, 
but we never conferred the honor upon 6 
better son of the republic than he who now 
occupies the most exalted station In the 
world, the man of the hour—the idol of the 
people, the commander of armies, the prines 
of peace—Theodore Roosevelt.”

“‘Standpatism” a Peril: Cummins. 

Gov. Cummins then briefly sketched Presb 
dent Roosevelt’s career in public office and 
continued: 

“ It is not enough, however, to contemplate 
merely what has been done. In these days 
of vast enterprises, of unheard of accumula- 
tion of wealth, in a single man or combina- 
tion of men, when the laws of the land can 
be used to foster and protect selfish interests, 
it is as natural as the recurrence of the sea- 
sons that the rich and the powerful should 
attempt to fasten themselves upon the domi- 
nant party and to use it as an instrument to 
promote their welfare against the eommon 
welfare. It will require all the virtue of the 
olden days and all the strength of modern 
character to resist these aggressions. There 
is a benumbing spirit which seems to be 
fascinating some of the members of our 
party, and that has found expression in the 
phraseology of the gambler—‘ stand pat.’ I 
predict that if the party meets disaster and 
downfall there will be floating over its re- 
treating columns this miserable maxim, 

tand pat.’ If it is victorious and trium 
phant, as I believe it will be, the flag that will 
lead its gallant hosts into the future will 
bear another motto, an inspiring phrase, 
* Move on.’ ”

On the subject of private preserves, 
while the president believes that they often 
serve a useful purpose and should be en- 
couraged within reasonable limits, he thinks 
that it would be a misfortune if they in- 
creased beyond a certain extent. “ The 
wealthy man,” he writes, “can get hunting 
anyhow, but the man of small means !s de- 
pehdent solely upon wise and well executed 
game laws for his enjoyment of the sturdy 
pleasure of the chase.”" Adding: “A deer 
wild in the woods is worth to the people 
of the neighborhood many times the value 
of its carcass, because of the way it attracts 
sportsmen, who give employment and leave 
money behind them,” 

The president cannot speak too severely 
of the game butcher, who simply kills for 
the sake of the record of slaughter. Sucha 
man, he says, “‘ is wholly obnoxious; and, in- 
deed, so is any man who shoots for the pur- 
pose of establishing a record of the amount 
of game killed. To my mind this is one un- 
fortupate feature of what is otherwise the 
admirably sportsmanlike singlish spirit in 
these matters, But, after ali,"’ he con- 
tinues, ‘“‘this kind of perverted sportsman, 
unworthy though he be, is not the chief-actor 
in the destruction of our game. The pro- 
fessional skin or market hunter is the real 
offender. Yet he its of all others the man 
who would ultimately be most benefited by 
the preservation of the game."’ | 

The two Johns, Burroughs and Muir, who 
accompanied the president on some of his 
expeditions, were certainly ideal companions 
for life in the wilderness. ‘ No bird escaped 
John Burroughs’ eye,”’ he writes; ‘‘ no bird 
note escaped his ear.’’

There can be noth- 
ing in the world more beautiful than the 
Yosemite, the groves of giant sequoias and 
redwoods, the cafion of the Colorado, the 
cafhion of the Yellowstone, the Three Tetons; 
and our people should see to it that they 
are preserved for thelr children and their 
children’s children forever, with their ma- 
jestic beauty all unmarred.”’

a HE NORTHERNER,” by Norah 


Davis (The Century company), is : 


the first book of a southern woman 

who has relieved the tedium of 

school teaching and court report- 

ing by writing sketches, short stories, and 
finally this novel. 

The difficulties of an understanding between 

the north and the south are the theme of 


‘the story, and are curiously exemplified also 


by the author's unconscious revelation of a 
different standard of judgment. She is 
southern, and does not mean to put the south 
in a bad light, and yet she blurts out the 
most unpleasant things about all the people 
of her fictitious town, Not merely race 
prejudice, but dishonesty, malice, levity, and 
cowardice are made to appear commonplace 
there. With a rare power of making her 
characters seem real she has not made them 
lovable—except Joan and her father, a fine 
old fellow. Joan is the embodiment of the 
witchery of Dixie, the least bit unreasonable 
at times, but fit to inspire the deepest devo- 
tion In any man north or south to whom she 
might give a glimpse of her sweet soul. 

Falls, the northerner, is the manager of a 
Nght and power plant established by north- 
ern capital in a southern town. The em- 
ployment of negro motormen causes trou- 
ble which ends in murder and lynching. Lo- 
cal capitalists: plan to ruin the company, to 
buy ft fn at a low figure. Dishonest em- 
ployés damage the property. Falls holds his 
own, Wins his legal battles, but at last is 
forced to save himself by calling in British 
aid and ownership. But his retreat is with 
fiying colors, and he carries off Joan. 

The book is no more adapted to bridge the 
chasm between north and south than was 
“A Fool’s Errand.” It is not strange that 
a southern writer should embody the sec- 
tional feeling in a novel. The strange thing 
is that a southern girl, feeling all the glamour 
of Dixie, should yet treat her own people 
so badly and put their faults in a book for 
the world to read.

Remarkably Fine Work by the Author. 


T has been the fashion for some time, in 
discussing a new book by Edith Wharton, 
to compare it with whatever chances to 
be the latest novel by Mrs. Humphry 
Ward, though, so far as I know, no story 

by Mrs. Ward has yet been judged by any 
standard erected by Mrs. Wharton. The illu- 
sive resemblance and the undesirable differ- 
ences were never more emphasized than now, 
while the memory of Mrs. Ward's ** The Mar- 
riage of William Ashe” is still keen, and at 
a moment when “THE HOUSE OF MIRTH” 
gives evidence that Mrs. Wharton is capable 
of producing a novel with a large and tragic 
significance. 

As “ William Ashe” dealt with upper class 
English life, so ‘* The House of Mirth ” deals 
with ultra-fashionable New York society. 
But the thinner substance of the latter as 
compared with the former is shown by the 
absolute absence of nobility. Facile, selfish, 
arrogant, sophisticated, irresponsible per- 
sons compose the group which Mrs. Wharton 
has portrayed; characters made endurable 
merely by what may be termed their in- 
herited “‘ code of honor ’’—a term which does 
not so much imply that they were honorable 
as that they were agreed upon a code of arbi- 
trary “‘ honor.” Not virtue but taste is the 
dominant characteristic of these spersons in 
their better moments—a sense of.taste which 
at no time precludes them from outraging 
the instincts of less assured and conspicuous 
persons. ; 

Fancy then, this *“‘ smart set ’’—to use an 
odorous phrase—environing a young woman 
named Lily Bart, the heroine. She was born 
of a mother who was determined to keep up 
“ with the procession '’—and of a father who 
found himself unable to keep the pace set by 
his wife. When they died, worn out witha 
sordid struggle, Lily Bart was passed on toa 
rich and unimaginative aunt, who failed to 
give Lily an allowance. Lily needed a large 
one, for she has great beauty, a fatal popu- 
larity, and all of those obligations which are 
incurred by a horseracing, bridge playing, 
champagne drinking, and Doucet gowned 
group of women who used their beauty and 
their fascinations like a nine lashed knout to 
lash on the men who followed in their reck- 


less train. 


There was a curious deficiency in Lily Bart, 
from the point of view of the men and women 
who surrounded her. It was a modicum of 
honest sentiment. At the moment when her 
carefully laid plans were on the point of ma- 
turing, this sentiment inauspiciously poked 
its head in at the door of her consciousness 
and kept her from taking the loot, so to

speak, to which her pirateering had given her 
claim. The consequence was that her soul 
lived—lived to her perpetual undoing—lived 


te help her down, rung by rung, from her in- : 


secure elevation, till it landed her, honest 
with a primitive and piteous honesty in a 
suicide’s grave. 

Nobody held out a hand ro her—at least, no 
one with strehgth in thelr grasp. Men loved 
and failed her. Women envied her, yet some- 
times induiged her. But eventually she per- 
ished, too true to match their falsity; too 
false to attain to purity. 

Let us say that the book is a study of des- 
tiny. Sin was. really hateful to her, yet she had 
not the courage to be innocent. Or, rather, 
she was adrift, with no pilot for her frail 
craft, and the breakers overwhelmed her. 
It is true that, technically, Mrs. Wharton 
preserved her heroine’s innocence, but the 
reader feels that to be merely an indication 
of Mrs, Wharton's American traditions, and 
attaches little importance to the fact. It is, 
so to speak, an immateridl incident. 
idea of the preservation of a literal virtue in 
the face of the spiritual debasement is a 
thing to which only the immorally moral give 
heed. 

“ How long the night is!"’ cried poor Lily 
when she first realized the wages of her sins 
against the divine spirit within her. ‘‘ And 
I know I shan’t sleep tomorrow, Some one 
told me my father used to He sleepless and 
think of horrors. And he was not wicked, 
only unfortunate—and I see now how he must 
have suffered, lying alone with his thoughts! 
But I am bad—a bad girl—all my thoughts 
are bad—I have always had bad people about 
me.

To say that the book is clever, piquant, and 
vastiy entertaining is superfluous. It is no 
longer necessary to make such comments in 
regard to Mrs. Wharton’s stories. So much 
is taken for granted.

Philadelphian Stops Heavy- 


weight Aspirant in the 
Seventeenth Round. 


BATTLE ON THE COAST. 


Easterner Is Too Clever for Young- 
ster and Has Better of Contest 
All the Way. 


San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 27.—[Special.j— 
The fight tonight between “ Philadelphia 
Jack” O’Brien and Al Kaufmann of San 
Francisco ended near the close of the seven- 
teenth round fn a clean knockout for 
O’Brien, who landed left and right to Kauf- 
mann’s jaw, sending him down like a log. 

The contest all tha way was all O’Brien’s, 
owing to his superior cleverness. All the 
rounds were his except the eighth and ninth, 
which might be called even, because in these 
Kaufmann made a spurt and held his own 
against O’Brien’s rushes. 

It was a fine exhibition of the superior 
boxer jumping in by his superior quickness. 
and science, and inflicting fearful punish- 
ment on a young giant who apparently was 
able to stand up and fight after he had re- 
ceived blows which ought to have knocked 
out any man. 

After the first round when O’Brien did not 
show to advantage, he was sizing up his 
opponent’s reach and style. The Philadel- 
Phian was able apparently to hit Kaufmann 
in the face and mouth at will. Nearly all his 
blows were delivered on these places and 
on the eyes. Early in the fight he closed 
Kaufmann’s eye and later on he punished the 
right eye in the same way. Never in any 
stage of the fight was O’Brien seriously in 
danger, but after the eighth Kaufmann 
Played repeatedly for Jack’s body and landed 
punishing blows. 

If he had had anything like the quickness 
or the accuracy in delivery Kaufmann might 
have won the fight, for he certainly showed 
greater recuperative power than any one 
who has fought here with the single excep- 
tion of Batling Nelson. His blow was a left 
hook, but his right seemed ineffective. His 
enormous strength, however, made him for- 
midable, and O’Brien always evaded his 
mixups. 

O’Brien showed great cleverness in getting 
away from Kaufmann’s rushes, for even to 
the end Kaufmann was dangerous, even at 
the close of the sixteenth round. Just asthe 
gong sounded Kaufmann landed a left swing 
on theemouth which dazed O'Brien. 

As Kaufmann is merely an amateur, this 
being his second professional fight, he made 
a remarkable showing, and it looks as if 
with more practice Delaney may have a real 
champion in him. 

The public did not put up much money on 
the fight, but those who did made a good 
cleanup, as they got odds in the afternoon of 
10 to 6.

ROCK ISLAND SYSTEM SHOWS DE- 
CREASE FOR SEPTEMBER. 


Wabash Report for Year Ended June 
30 Discloses Big Increase in Operat.- 
ing Expenses, Bringing Ratio Up to 
83-——-Poor’s Manual Points Out the 
Steady Increase in Amount of Stock 
and Bonds Outstanding Against 
Each Mile of Railway. 


Earnings of the Chicago, Rock Island and 
Pacific railway for September show a slight 
gain in net, the increase being $21,128. The 
gross ipcrease was near 1% per cent. 

But, while the railway gained in net, the 
Rock Island system, including the St. Louis 
and San Francisco, lost $216,485 net, the dif- 
ference representing the operations of the 
’Friseo. Friends of Rock Island insist that 
the worst is over in the matter of monthly 
showings, and that improvement will be 
noted in the later months of the year. 

The figures for the Wabash system for the 
fiscal year ended June 30 were issued yester- 
day, and show an increase of $1,672,000 gross, 
but expansion of. over $2,800, in operat- 
ing, leaving a decrease in net of $1,146,461, or 
approximately 38 per cent. In these figures 
will probably be found reasons for the retire- 
meat of Joseph hamsey Jr. as president of 
the road. The Gould interests insisted that 
Mr. Ramsey's operating charges were too 
high, and certainly for the last fiscal year the 
operating ratio, ai 6.9 pe, cent, was un- 
usually large. 

The Lehigh Valley figures for September 
show an increase of over 18 per cent in gross. 
The net gain was approximately 12 per cent. 


Bank Staterhent Forecast.

But up to this time their 
disapproval has gone no further than the 
heavy selling of the shares when the price 
was around 80, followed by the collapse in 
the. boom,
